Roosevelt-Fired Littell 
Claims His Battle Won 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 


30.—( UP)—President 


Roosevelt cracked 


down swiftly today ‘on the latest quarrel within his administration, 
firing his own appointee, Assistant Atty. Gen. Norman M. Littell, 
for “insubordinatien” to Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle. 


It was the sternest presidential 
action of its kind since Mr. Roose- 
velt stripped Vice President Hen- 
ry A. Wallace and Secretary of 
Commerce Jesse Jones of author- 
ity in wartime foreign economic 
matters July 15, 1943, and it was 
one of ‘the rare instances in which 
Mr. Roosevelt has summarily dis- 
missed an administration official. 

His action was disclosed by the 
Justice Department which made 
public a brief presidential state- 
ment revealing that Mr. Roosevelt 
previously had asked Littell to re- 
sign “for his own career.” Biddle 
also had asked Litteell to resign, 
but the latter refused, The word- 
ing of the presidential statement 
suggested that Littell similarly 
had ignored Mr. Roosevelt's re- 


uest. 
FEUD BREAKS OPEN 
‘The Biddle-Littell feud, smoul- 
dering since May 14, 1942, broke 
wide open Wednesday night when 
the Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee made public correspond- 
ence from the two men. This in- 
cluded a 26-page document i 
which Littell, head of the public 
lands division of the Justice De- 
partment, accused Biddle of sub- 
servience to former Brain Truster 
Thomas Corcoran at the expense 
of the taxpayers. He charged that 
Biddle sought to pressure him into 
settling a condemnation proceed- 
ings tase to the advantage of one 
of Cortoran’s clients. 
Littell also had accused Biddle 
of suppressing information from 
congressional committees, of seek- 
ing to put Corcoran’s brother into 
power as New York district at- 
torney, and of “confusion 
of mind,” “superficiality of mind,” 
“resentment of petulant  resist- 
ance,” “personal vanity,’ “devious 
methods” and “petty personal ani- 
mosity.” 
Biddle described the charges as 
-“reckless and unfounded _§state- 
ments,” declined to enter into any 
public controversy with Littell, 
and said -he would not “tolerate 
such serious disloyalty or insub- 
ordination.” 
‘FEARLESS’ SERVANT

aired but said they planned no 
action. Rep. Jerry Voorhis, Dem- 
ocrat, California, called Littell a 
“fearless, ientious and forth- 
right” public servant and intro- 
duced a resolutiom for an inquiry. 
Soon after his dismissal, Littell 
called a press conference in his 
office—in violation, he said, of or- 
ders from Biddle not to do so—

Christmas 
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Tax Situation Clarified 
For Those Lacking F acts 


By ELMO GREENE. 
Many is the harried person who is wondering these days what he 
has to do—and when—with regard to paying his income tax. 


In an effort to clarify the mat- 
ter, The Constitution has obtained 
the facts about income tax from 
Marion H. Allen, United States in- 
ternal revenue collector in At- 
lanta. 

Income taxpayers are divided 
into two main categories—the one 
in which withholding tax is taken 
from the weekly paycheck, and 
the other in which a declaration 
of estimated income must be made 
and in which quarterly install- 
ments are paid on anticipated 
earnings above the amount subject 
to withholding tax. 

A man and wife whose gross in- 
come in is $3,500 or less an- 
nually have their income tax with- 
held from their paychecks. If their 
annual income is over that 
amount, regardless of the: source, 
they must file a declaration of 
estimated income and pay quarter- 
ly installments. 

UNMARRIED STATUS 

An unmarried person, regard- 
less of dependents, may make up 
to $2,700 a year without filing a 
declaration, his only tax being 
withheld from his wages.

declaration of estimated income 
and pay quarterly installments. 

Last April 15 all taxpayers sub- 
ject to filing declarations—except 
farmers—filed declarations on 
their income for 1944. 

The coming December 15 orig- 
inally was set as the date on which 
the last quarterly installments 


~ would be due, with March 15 as 


fhe deadline for filing final re- 
turns. Decembef 15 also was the 
final date for amending one’s dec- 


|| where statements are pr 


laration and for filing by farmers 
of estimated income and paying 
their declarations in full. 

These provisions, however, have 
been changed. 


NEW REGULATIONS 

Under new regulations, if the 
final 1944 income tax return is 
filed by January 15, 1945, no dec- 
laration is required of the farmer, 
nor is final payment on a declara- 
tion required of any other person. 

In other words, if a person files 
final income tax returns for this 
year by next January 15, he does 
not have to make ‘his final quar- 
terly payment of estimated income 
on December 15, but waits a 
month for final settlement. 

Allen announced that his office 
expects to have income tax forms 
for 1944 for distribution on or 
about December 15, though.the re- 
turns cannot be filed before Jan- 
uary 1. Bhe deadline for returns 
on 1944 earnings is March 15. 
Heretofore, income tax returns 
were not available until January 1. 

Requirements for filing decla- 
rations of estimated income will 
be changed for 1945, Allen re- 

rted. 


Discussing another phase of in- 
come tax confusion, Allen said he 
is being besieged with telephone 
calls and letters from persons who; 
want to know why they haven’t 
received refunds due on income 
tax as shown on 1943 returns. 


192,379 REFUNDS 
Although 192,379 refunds, 
amounting to approximately 
$4,235,000, have been made in 
Georgia, he rps there are — 
many persons whose money has 
not yet come through. | 
Statements for refund on taxes 
payable last March 15 t were 
sent to the Atlanta office and

The - new 
scale .will provide for a closer 
tabulation on the amount of money, 
to be withheld.

Navy Reveals Names 
Of 4 Damaged Carriers 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(&)— 

The Navy today identified four 
escort carriers, the Kalinin Bay, 
the Fanshaw Bay, the White Plains 
and the Kitkun Bay, as having 
been damaged in the battle of the 
Philippines October 24, 
The announcement also dis- 
closed for the first time that 800 
survivors of the St. Lo and 600 of 
the Gambier Bay were rescued. 
The loss of these' vessels was pre- 
viously announced. 
Today’s announcement .was in 
the form of a statement by Adm. 
C. A. D. Sprague, of Milton, Mass., 
and Haverford, Pa., who command- 
ed the escort carrier group which, 
assisted by Wildcats and Avengers, 
turned back a major portion of the 
Jap fleet north of Leyte. 

Another Navy announcement 
said troops of the 8lst Army dii- 
vision killed 1,300 Japanese and 
captured 142 on Peleliu island, in 
the Palaus, between October 20) 
and November 26. 

Adm. Nimitz reported our losses 
were 92 killed, 622 wounded and 
five missing. . Main points of re- 
sistance offered by the Japanese, 
remnants of the enemy garrison 
on the island, were caves, 

Air attacks on Japanese bases 
in the Palaus, Wake Island, Haha 
Jima, in the Bonins, and Rota, in 
the Marianas, also were reported.

Senate Okays

Langer Boils 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(UP) 
Appointment of Bdward R. Stet 
tinius Jr. as secretary of state was 
confirmed today by the senate, 67 


to 1, with the only opposing vote 
being cast by Sen. William Langer, 
Republican, North Dakota, who 
spoke for more than two hours 
in a futile effort to block approval. 

The senate also confirmed ap- 
pointment of Maj. Gen. Patrick J. 
Hurley as ambassador to China, 
succeeding Clarence E. Gauss, re- 
signed. 

Langer, charging that Wall 
Street influence would enter the 
State Department with the new 
secretary, also accused Stettinius 
of having delayed the national de- 
fense program in 1940 in the in- 
terest of steel and aluminum mo- 
nopolies. He cited repeatedly the 
fact that Stettinius’ father was a 
partner of J. P, Morgan. 

Republicans and Democrats 
alike, however, came to the de- 
fense of Stettinius. 

Sen. Bennett Champ Clark, 
Democrat, Missouri, said “it comes 
with very poor grace for anybody 
to get up on this floor and attack 
him (Stettinius) because of the 
record of his father, who was him- 
self a splendid man.” 

Stettinius will take the oath of 
office tomorrow afternoon as suc- 
cessor to 73-year-old Cordell Hull 
who resigned earlier in the week 
because of failing health. At 44 
Stettinius will be the second 
youngest secretary of state in the 
nation’s history. Immediately spon 
learning of his .confir‘mation, he 
drove to Bethesda. Md. Naval hos- 
pital to talk with Hull.

national policies begin. 


. The two have become one for the very simple but tremendous 
reason that we are the world’s great creditor nation. It is ines- 
capable that any domestic decision has an immediate international 
effect. The two are inseparable. 


This has been true for a long time. It was true during the pre- 
election years when the critics were saying they were for the 


Roosevelt international policy, but against his domestic policy. | 


The truth was, of course, that every major domestic issue had, 
even then, a cqnnection with international issues.

_ This country long has been so powerful and its acts so tied in 
with world affairs that it was impossible for us to be an isolationist 
nation. Now that we have become the one great creditor nation 
of the world our domestic decisions cause international twitches and 
reverberations. 


Mr. Roosevelt no longer can proceed as if he had two fields of 
endeavor. When he or the State Department or the congress plows 
in one the furrow continues on into the other.

German Battleships, 
Their Job in This War 


When this war began the German navy had 


: . four great, modern battleships. The Bismarck, 

the Scharnhorst and the Tirpitz have been sent 
to the bottom. Only the Gneisenau remains afloat and she is dis- 
‘mantled and useless in harbor at Gdynia. 

Throughout the war none of these German ships have invited 
battle with an enemy navy. They have made runs into the open 
sea, hunting down and sinking merchant shipping, but that is all. 
Even when they located a convoy, they turned and ran if escorting 
naval vessels were present. 

Yet they served an important strategic purpose for Germany. 
They have not constituted a wasted German war investment. It 
might be well for us to consider how these enemy warships ful- 
filled their function. 


ee : tmere’ §«6The phrase which best explains the pur- 
F leet in Being pose of this German naval strength was 
“fleet in being.” So long as they remained as a constant threat, 
and ever-present menace to the essential Allied shipping, they com- 
pelled the maintanance, by the British navy, of naval forces in the 
North sea strong enough to either keep the German battleships in 
port or to smash them if they could be caught in the open sea. 
That was their use, an important and a strong factor in the 
German plan for world domination. 
The British fleets that had to. be thus kept in the North sea 
could have been used, with probably decisive effect, in the Medi- 
terranean, in the earlier stages of the war. Since the Japanese war 
began, these British warships would have been mighty useful in 
the Pacific. Already, of course, large segments of the British navy 
have been sent to.the east, and now that the four German battle- 
ships are all out of the fight, their threat removed, more British 
fighting craft will go to fight the Japs. | 
But, for more than four years, the very existence of the four 
enemy vessels has tied up a large part of the British navy in the 
job of watching them consfantly, of standing guard outside their 


ratholes, ready to pounce if they came out. 
Even with the four main threats thus gone, the 
Not All Over British must still keep enough naval strength 
in the North sea. ~The Germans have a few strong ships of the 
pocket battleship and cruiser classes that might yet prove service- 
able. The Germans still try,,every. now and then, to run convoys 
down the coast of Norway. -It is the job of the British navy to 
keep after these. 
But the main threat has now gone, and it is to be presumed 


that, as a result, more of the British naval strength has either gone, | 


or will soon go, to fight the Japanese. 


Which is, of course, al] to the good. 

: : As a matter of fact, the four German 
Specially Designe battleships were designed and built for 
the exact job they have done. They were exceptionally fast, be- 
cause they .were supposed to outdistance pursuit whén they ran 
from strong forces. They were extremely heavily armored, in the 
hope they could thus survive terrific pounding if ever they should 
come under the range of Allied gunfire. 

This naval strategy of “fleet in being” has been the German 
idea ever since the Battle of Jutland, in the first World War, when 
the Kaiser’s fleet withdrew into harbors, after that fight, to re- 
main in hiding for the rest of that war. The remainder of that 
fleet, you remember, was scuttled at Scapa Flow after it had been 
surrendered in accordance with the armstice terms. 

One thing that made certain the failure of this “fleet in being” 
strategy in the long run, is the fact that today, in this war, there 
are no safe harbors where the ships could lie secure and maintain 
their role of menace to our shipping. The advance of air power 
has rendered the best harbor unsafe. 

The big ships did sink some merchant shipping. The Bismarck 


| sank a British battleship, the Hood, as well as other vessels before 


she was finally sent to the bottom. During one brief foray into 
the Atlantic, the Scharnhorst and the Gneisenau sank 20 mer- 
chant ships. The Tirpitz didn’t do so well. Because of air at- 
tacks, she was incapacitated for 27 of the 32 months between her 
first war operation and her final. destruction. 

But the big four did serve an important purpose for the Nazis. 

We can be correspondingly thankful that, at last, they are gone, 
eut of the picture, no longer of even nuisance or threat value.

_WASHINGTON.—Contrary to interpretations 

a. being made in some quarters, President Roose 

ee velt’s appointment of Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
as ary of state, succeeding Mr. Hull, should not be regarded 
as a move either to the right or the left, politically speaking. 

While Mr. Stettinius, a conservative Democrat, was given the 
choice over Vice President Wallace, for example, a pronounced ltib- 
eral, there is no reason to believe that political considerations of 
this kind entered into the decision. 

Mr. Roosevelt is thought to have been guided by other factors 
entirely.

Cheap 
Commissions 


NEW YORK.—The 
cheap commission ‘up to .und in- 
cluding the rank of colonel in the 
Army and lieutenant commander 
in the Navy has been quiescent for 
some time, mainly because gener- 
alization would be unjust to good 
men, of special talents, who de- 
served the rank they were granted 
in the early rush and promotion 
later. This delicacy, however, has 
served to hush up flagrant cases 
of political pull and a general 
chéapening of rank. Men with 
nothing to contribute to either 
service, including many who were 
either distinct failures in civil life 
or, at best, mediocrities in their 
various lines, were taken on as 
captains and majors in the Army 


or as senior lieutenants or lieuten 
ant commanders in the Navy and 
assigned to administrative jobs be- 
cause they couldn’t command units 
appropriate to their rank, even in 
the unexacting duty of guarding 
‘culverts in the desert or keeping 
nne] out of posted premises. 

us, majors blossomed forth who 
knew less about soldiering, than 
any fairly alert first-class private 
of today, and, in tHe Navy, highly 
competent chief petty officers and 
warrants found themselves defer- 
ring to bewildered masqueraders 
in gold braid who had never been 
aboard a naval vessel and couldn’t 
en a paper boat in a bath 


Again be it acknowledged that 
some fine civilians with expert 
knowledge of materials, law, pro- 
curement and railroading, to men- 
tion some important a 
were badly needed for important 
jobs which officers: of the regular 
services could not have done as 
well, The regulars and the legiti- 
mate reserves who had taken their 
work seriously in peacé times had 
other tasks to do and this access 
of reasonably successful and com- 
'petent civilians have given valua- 
ble help. Such volunteers, who 
‘dropped their priate affairs, many 
of them ata sacrifice of earnings, 
to leave their families, if neces- 
sary, for as long as they might be 
needed, can be under no embar- 
Tassment in any discussion of a 
jarge element of mock-officers who 
got \their commissions because 
they wanted to swagger in offi- 
eers’ uniforms, to get away from 
monotonous civil life, to. increase 
their incomes and, without serious 
risk of life and limb, to qualify for 
all the exemptions, pensions, pref- 
erences and other benefits which 
obviously would accrue to all vet- 
erans, without discrimination, for 
the rest of their lives after the 
war, 

The two services have been ab- 
solutely crawling with “experts” 
in “press relations” for example 
and, here again, due respect is ob- 
served toward many individuals 
of ability and character, who cer- 
tainly know, however, that this 
specialty has been. exploited to ab- 
surdity. Overnight captains, rising 
to become majors and lieutenant 
colonels, were shoved into press 
relations with no» background 
merely becausé they had been 
commissioned for reasons. un- 
‘known in the early rush and this 
was deemed.to be a freak special- 
ty with no fixed standards of abil- 
ity in which “personality” counted 
though capacity might be invisible 
to the naked eye. 

While commissions were bein 
handed out to men with guile f6ér 
connections, other applicants with 
solid ability to offer in such spe- 
cialties as motor ‘maintenance and 
the purchase and mass prepara- 
tion of food, and with experience 
in the first World War, were 
being turned down methodically. 
Many were told that the Army, 
at least, wanted to break with the 
past because this was war of a to- 
tally new kind, and that therefore 
their servicés were gratefully de- 
clined. Warrant officers in the 
Navy were held down while lands- 
men received commissions which 
they could not by any stretch of 
the imagination justify anywhere 


oat. 

It is explained that abnormal 
conditions of emergency justified 
the bestowal on many unqualified 
applicants of commissions in ranks 
which, under ordinary conditions, 
could not be achieved in less than 
10 or 15 years of efficient profes- 
sional service, Applicants were 
ranked. according to age, as a bow 
to presumed private family respon- 
sibilities which might not exist at 
all. Lawyers walked into the Army 
as captains and majors, other ci- 
vilians were handed rank free and 
te eee ge assignments as inspec- 
tors and purchasers of material 
who might have been drafted in 
time. But discharged regulars with 
long experience were invited to 
come back in the status of ser- 
geants, superior in all the valuable 
qualities to utter novices who 
would nevertheless putrank them 
and presently return home with 


lieutenant colonel. 

Rank has never been so cheap 
outside old Mexico or the state of 
Kentucky, where for years the 
governors made colonels of all 
comers to the Derby, but, para- 
doxically, it has never been so 
hard to win on merit as it is today. 
Thus, thousands of fine young 
men, educated in college and in 


porals with years of service, be- 
hind them, and years more before 
them, while “veteran” officeys 
over 38 are returning to civil life 
or stalling off that future in which 
they will have to-resume their un- 
distinguished place. Thus, too, 
young 
signed to action are learning that, 
in the words of the West Point 
lament, “in the Army there’s so- 
briety, promotion’s very slow.” 

A warning seems in order in 
conclusion. Roosevelt ideologists 
of the left who hold such cheap 
commissions and are now up to 
the rank of major or lieutenant 
colonel may be slow to apply for 
discharge with no WPA to receive 
them back as commissars and with 
the OWI and OPA already man- 
ned by tenacious and zealous 
squatters. Meanwhile, many non- 
political reserve officers over 38, 
will be getting out, confident, as 
always of their ability to earn a 
living decently in private enter- 
prise. The political effect on the 
Army invites contemplation.

PRINCETON, N, J.—Although 
many Americans have always 
questioned the long-range motives 
and intentions of-the Soviet Union, 
a substantial majority believe 
that, after the defeat of Hitler, 
Russia will join us in the war 
against Japan. ¢ 

Japan and Russia have had a 
neutrality pact for nearly four 
years, but Joseph Stalin took occa- 
sion in a recent speech to brand 
Japan. as an aggressor nation, 
thereby raising hopes in many 
quarters. that the Soviets were 
planning soon to throw the weight 
of their armed power into the Pa- 
cific war. | 

Since the question of whether 
Russia fights or stays neutral in 
the Orient may deeply and per- 
manently affect Russo-American 
relations for many years to come, 
the Institute has conducted a pub- 
lic opinion survey to see just what 
the American people expect of 
Russia so far as the Japanese war 
is concerned. 

A cross-section of the popula- 
tion, selected by the methods used. 
in forecasting the recent presiden- 
tial election with an error of ap- 
proximately 1 per centage point, 
was asked this question: 

“When Germany is defeated, do 


think Russia will stay neutral?” 

The vote is:. 

Will join 

Will stay neutral 

No opinion ' 

The average American has no 
meahs “of knowing, of course, just 
what Russia will do, but it is clear 
from the above figures that the 
number who expect to see her take 
sides with us is substantial, If 
Russia decides to stay neutral in 
the Pacific, statesmen in both Mos- 
cow and Washington will have to 
face the problem of widespread 
public disillusionment here, with 
international repercussions. 

Although the American public 
takes a far more favorable attitude 
toward Russia now than it did 
four years ago when the Moscow- 
Berlin pact was still in effect, and 
Russia was invading Poland, nev- 
ertheless a sizable minority in this 
country still remains skeptical of 
Russia as a partner in world af- 
fairs after the war. | 

Since early 1942 the Institute 
has been measuring the trend of 
sentiment on the question: 

“Do you think Russia can be 
trusted to co-operate with us 
when the war is over?” 

The most recent of these sur-| 
veys, just completed, shows the

The constitution redrafters ré- 
cently defeated Arnall’s plea for a 
constitutional penal board, stating 
the prison reform program is do- 
ing so well now that no change 
should be made. 

Arnall will ask the ‘commission 
next week to reconsider its — 
He will reduce the proposed board 
from 10 members to five or seven, 
however, 

“Some commission members 
pointed to the failure of former 
prison boards and expressed fear 
that the board system would not 
work in the futifre,” the Governor 
said. “There is a vast difference 
between the board proposed for 
the new constitution and the old 
board, 

“The new board will not con- 
cern ‘itself with running the de- 
tails of a prison system,” he con- 
tinued. “Jt will hire a director to 
administer the program and will 
meet from time to time to decide 
on policies. The old board was 
composed of three elective offi- 
cials, each of whom tried to run 
the prison system, and the mem- 
bers constantly bickered = ge 
themselves. The new board, 
pointed on graduated terms, auld 
mean as much to Georgia prisons 
as the new constitutional board 
of regents means to the Univer- 
sity System of Georgia.
